It was some 
time before it could be learned how many 
persons had been inbred. A large police 
force soon cleared the street in front of the 
garden. Alarms of fire were sent o u t, 
bringing several companies of firemen to 
assist in the work of rescuing the wound­ 
ed. 
Several persons were rescued from the 
ruins in a fainting condition, and carried 
to neighboring houses belore the police 
could learn their names and the extent of 
their injuries. 
Almost tho first person 
taken from the rains was Mrs William A 
Ogden Bedeman, of No 9, West Thirteenth 
street, wife of a prominent lawyer, aud a 
lady well known in New York society She 
was believed to be dead, but the Chief 
Surgeon of the Police Department pro­ 
nounced her still alive. She was carried 
away in a Bellevue HosDital ambulance. 
Firemen were still at work on the ruins. 
It was believed all the wounded had been 
removed, but it is feared some more life­ 
less bodies are still beneath the debris. 
The loss by the acct <ent, apart from the 
loss of life, is very great The art gallery 
which was reduced to a mass of ruins, 
contained a large number of paintings, 
many of them of great value. 
Toe pic­ 
tures alone were insured against fire for 
$150,000. and it is believed the insurance 
companies cannot be held tor losses, as 
there was no fire. The loss is estimated at 
from $25,000 to $40,000. 
The building is owned by William II. 
Vanderbilt and insured against fire.

bo the pressure of the ti >or of the dancing 
hill and art gallery upon the wall which 
supported it.

It is estimated that between 700 
and 800 houses were destroyed, and over

rooms had not been disturbed. 
A con* 
stable had been ther* at the time to see 
(bat any ciao which might have beea k it 
ot the m urder should not be erased by 
can less hands or feet. 
The room where the tragedy occurred 
was a double bed room on the ground 
floor. 
It contained two beds, one of 
which was occupied by the old lady alone, 
and the other by the old man and little 
Jack. 
The m urderer had cyme in at the 
bick door, and brought along thcaxe lrom 
the woodpile. H e b a i passed into the bcd 
ro. rn, lighted a candle which stood on tn t 
stand,aud had been some tim e to the room 
belore using the weapon. I knew this be­ 
cause tho top draw er of the old bureau 
was pulled out, its contents tumbled over, 
aud there were no bloody finger marks on 
anything.

Fma was a clue and all my 


, striking his trail, but I was determined to 
pursue the case until I had found the crim- 
I inal. 
Visiting Pittsburg and H arrisburg

She remem* 
bered that the man was a large m an, 
had red hair and full beard of the same 
color, but could not say that she had

I lim od by questioning that the stranger 
hail couimue d on the road to the west, aud 
that if he kept on he must have struck 
the railroad after an hour's traveling.
